A half-dozen Nazi raiders out of sev- 
eral times that number managed to get 
through the ack-ack barrage and bombed 
a school house and some dwelling houses 
in London.

This is a 
splendid showing and illustrates the mag- 
nificent war work being done by the Ser- 
vice and luncheon clubs in this district. 

But there is another way in which all 
these service and luncheon groups can 
help. The War Services Council of North- 
ern Alberta, which represents the Depart- 
ment of National War Services in this dis- 
trict, is charged with the task of providing 
entertainment for the armed forces, of es- 
tablishing and operating hostels, recrea- 
tion centres, the Citizens’ Volunteer Bur- 
eau and dozens of other projects which 
build morale and render essential services 
to our fighting men. 

All this requires money, plenty of 
money. And the War Services Council 
must find that money. 

This, then, is to suggest that each 
member of every service or luncheon club 
be asked to slip an extra quarter in the 
pot for this work at every meeting. 

An extra twenty-five cents a week 
would not seriously embarrass the mem- 
bers of these clubs, particularly in these 
times of higher salaries. It would be a 
patriotic and highly useful gesture. Per- 
haps the clubs would consider it

This helps to explain why the pro- 
paganda department at Berlin has stopped 
blowing the trumpets to celebrate the des- 
truction of Russia, and has started beating 
the drums to summon the German people 
to still greater efforts and to warn them of 
still more bitter experience to come. Those 
who dare to look at the facts will readily 
enough sense the gravity of the warning, 
A year ago last fall the radio tune was 
“Russia can never rise again”. Now the 
consolation is offered that the Red army 
still has a lot of ground to cover before it 
can cross the German border. 

The thought must be taking root in 
German minds that the roads which 
the west-bound Nazi troops are now 
travelling for the fourth time are also 
roads they will not tread again. That Hit- 
ler can organize a third summer blitzkrieg 
is becoming daily less possible. Not only 
because the Russians have developed un- 
Suspected valor and staying power, but 
because the Allied army now forming 
across the Mediterranean would make an- 
other deep penetration of Nazi forces into 
Russia something in the nature of a sui- 
cide manoeuvre, 

Hitler's problem now is not that of or- 
ganizing attacks upon other countries, but 
that of preparing, materially and other- 
wise, for the defence of Germany itself be- 
fore this year is out. That is the unwel- 
come fact his broadcasters are trying to 
get across to the German people without 
causing an explosion or a collapse of 
morale.

_Chile’s break with the Axis will not 
bring any large reinforcements to the Al- 
lied fighting forces.
